Alberta History 


(By F. W. GERSHAW) 


In 1754 Antony Henday who was 
the first man to write any records 
spent some months in the country 
drained by the South Saskatchewan 
River. He saw great herds of buf: 
falo at that time. In the spring time 
the ground would be almost covered 
with buffalo as far as the eye could 


neq, 

By 1880 the buffalo of the plains 
was almost extinct, Thousands had 
been killed by Indians and traders, 
Thiousands had ‘been mired in river 
beds, ‘Thousands had perished by 
breaking through the ice in early 
winters, Thousands were chased over 
cut banks and left to their terrible 
fate and others died of starvation as 
blizzard succeeded blizzard and the 
snow became deeper and deeper, 
Modern weapons completed the de. 
struction of these great herds. 

The records show! that at one time 
the only plains buffalo were a small 
herd in Montana. The owner offered 
them to the U.S,A. government but 

_could make no sale, Hon, Frank 
Oliver advised the Canadian Gov, 
ernment to buy the herd. Sir Wil- 
fred Laurier approved saying in his 
eloquent way “In so far as it is in the 
power of man the buffalo shall not , 
perish from the earth,” 

The herd was purchased and taken 
to Wainwright Park in Alberta and it 
rapidly increased in numbers. There | 
were still some wood buffalo in their 
wild natura] state away north in the 
Wood Mountain area. \

EXPERIMENTAL FARM NOTES 
SOILS FOR TOMORROWW 

In the vast anena of human en- 
deavor all society has its basic roots 
planted firmly in the soil. To main- 
tain that society at its present level 
or better still, to elevate it to an 
even higher standard wil] be possi- 
ble only by adopting a rigorous pro- 
gram of soil conservation and farm- 
ing practices of proven worth, 

To conserve is to save and to pro-, 
tect to leave what we ourselves enjoy 
in such a condition that. others may 
ilso share that enjoyment. It is an 
expression of good manners towatd 
nature and to our fellow men, *in- 
cluding those yet unborn, ‘Such is 
the responsibility of each of us, as a 
jeople, entrusted with an irreplace- 
able piece of property, namely, ‘our 
soil, F 

This soil conservation is of con- 
tern to all of us, whether we realize 
it or not, for in the fina) analysis 
sur. food, ~ all of our food, comes 
from the soil, It has been said that 
food. is merely fabricated soil fer- 
tility, Such being the case, is it 
‘air and just to the peoples of a 
hungry world that we should allow 
our soils to be depleted, washed and 
blown away at the alarming rate 
that they have during the past num- 
ber of years? Needless to say, the 
answer is no. 

Tiere is something that we can and 
must do! 

All of us can improve on our past 
farming practices. If necessary, we 
can adopt some practices not former- 
ly a part of our farmng scheme. 
True enough, many of us are auto- 
matically limited from an economic 
standpoint in the amount and type 
of control we can adopt but at the 
same time even one small step in 
the right direction is better than no 


step at all, For some of us this one 


step migtit be the adoption of a trash 
cover and strip farming system which 
our work on the Lethbridge Experi- 
mental Station has repeatedly shown 
to be effective in controlling sail 
drifting; to others in localties of 
good rainfall or on irrigated land it 
may mean the incorporation of le- 
gumes and grasses in their crop ro- 
tations along with the better utiliza- 
tion of barnyard manure and com- 
mercial fertilizers; and to still 
others it will, perhaps, involve the 
grassing down of natural iwater-ways, 
the building of small check dams to 
spread the heavy spring run off, or 
even a combination of several such 
controls, Building even one small 
check dam across the course of a rill 
is a step in the right direction and is 
worthwhile, insignificant as it may 
seem. No insurance company ever 
offened a policy of equal value or 
merit for so smal] a premium ag the 
one we are handing to ovr children 
when we adopt such a conservation 
program, Similarly no one in the 
history of mankind has ever executed 
@ wreater swindle than we are now 
guilty of if we fai] to protect our 
soil, 

When once we start to think of 
this problem and develop an apprecia- 
tion of the importance of soil con- 
servation to us as individuals and as 
a nation, we will then be ready to 
take~action against this appalling 
condition as it exists to day right 
here in ‘Western Canada. 

This is the time for all of us to 
plan and to chart the most reasonable 
and effective way to meet the sit- 
vation. If we have not already done 
so, let’s start now with such plans

“ GANADA’S OCEAN-GOING MERCHANT FLEET won well-deserved 
fame during the war, and since that time has carried many thousands of 
tons of food and other supplies to countries where the need for these things 
was great, Recently however, the cost of maintaining Canadian merchant 
ships, which is higher than that of any other country with the exception 
of the United States, gave rise to a recommendation by the Canadian Mari- 
time Commission’ that the size of the fleet be drastically reduced. It has 
been proposed that only 40 of the ships now under Canadian registry be 
kept in operation, instead of the 218 ships which have been registered in 


Canada. ‘

y this figure exceeded. There the daily cost per ship is 
In Canada $972.52, and part of this cost is borne by the government. 
Before'the Jast devaluation of the pound, the cost to Britain of maintain- 
ing the same type of ship was only $528.46, while it cost Norway $506.68 
and the Netherlands $482.18. It is clear from these figures that Canadian 
ships would have difficulty in competing for cargoes with ships from those 
countries whee the operating costs are substantially lower.

Many ReEGSONS authorities that all but forty ships of the present 
‘Canadian merchant fleet be allowed to seek British 
For Regret registry and consequently operate more econom- 
ically at the British rate. The forty ships remaining to Canada would be 
temporarily. subsidized by the government at a yearly cost of from $20,000 


to $30,000. There are many reasons to regret that it has been necessary to 
consider stich a plan, for the merchant fleet not only fulfils its purpose of 


carrying cargoes, but it is one arm of-the nation’s defense establishment. 


However, economic laws cannot be ignored, and cargoes will be carried by 


ships with the. lowest operating costs, Canadians will regret to see the 


merchant navy, which played so gallant a part in the war, drastically re- 
duced, but it is to be hoped that world economic conditions may in the 


future be such that it can agains be expanded,

Wheat Expected 
To Drop 


OTTAWA.—A 1950 decline in 
the world demand for wheat was 
forecast by the bureau of statis- 
tics. With improved crops in 
most importing countries, there 
will be less need for shopping in 
the world wheat bins and the 
bureau believes that, as a result, 
there will be smaller exports 
from the four major exporters— 
Canada, the United States, Aus- 
tralia and Argentina. 


Using estimates it has received 
from the United States agriculture 
department, the bureau said exports 
from the four major producers dur- 
ing the current crop year may total 
850,000,000 bushels—down from 908,- 
000,000 in 1948-49 and 893,000,000 in 
47-48, 

Russia, along with other minor ex- 
porters, may throw between 50,000,- 
000 and 75,000,000 bushels on the 
market—compared with about 50,- 
000,000 in each of the last two crop 
years. 

Looking over 1950 crop conditions, 
the bureau said conditions looked 
good in most parts of the world. A 
good harvest is forecast for Aus- 
tralia and the Argentine. A “sub- 
stantial” exportable surplus is fore- 
cast for the U.S. 

But it was “too early to make any 
serious predictions’ about Canada’s 
1950 wheat crop) Wheat acreage in 
Canada, in 1949, at about 27,000,000 
acres, was “at a fairly high level.” 

Because of price and weather fac- 
tors, large acreage which previously 
had been devoted to flaxseed, rye, 
oats and barley, were diverted to 
wheat. 

“Although no great change in 
Canadian wheat acreage now is an- 
ticipated for 1950,” said the bureau, 
“extremes in the supply or soil mois- 
ture in the spring or changes in the 
price outlook by seeding time may 
alter the picture considerably.” 


Canadians Buy 
More Life Insurance 


OTTAWA.—Canadians bought $1,- 
600,000,000 worth of life insurance 
in 1949, says H. L. Guy, president of 
the Canadian Life Insurance Officers 
association, 

He said that in 1900 there was less 
than $100 of life insurance in force 
for each person in Canada, and to- 
day.there is more than $1,000 a per- 
son, 

Mr. Guy said 25 times more life 
insurance was put in force in Can- 
ada in 1949 than in 1899, although 
in that time the population has in- 
creased by only about three times, 

Mr, Guy went on to say: “When 
any new social security plans are 
given consideration, great care should 
be taken to establish their need and 
the degree of their encroachment on 
fields being served efficiently by pri- 
vate insurers. Such plans should be 
subject to searching actuarial studies 
and the true costs to the individual 
revealed,

OTTAWA.—Cash flowed onto Canadian farms to the tune of 


$1,794,200,000 in the first nine months of 1949. Higher payments. - 


for wheat, coarse grains, tobacco, cattle and calves, coupled with 
increased payments from the Canadian wheat board, raised the 
farmers’ income for the first three-quarters of the year 2.6 per 
cent. higher than the 1948 figure of $1,749,200,000 and 40.9 per 
cent. over the $1,273,600,000 realized in the first nine months of 


1947, 


Income in the third quarter total- 
led $780,155,000, down $97,600,000 
from the same period of 1948. How- 
ever, in the first quarter the total 
was up $412,634,000 from $380,006,- 
000 a year earlier and in the second 
quarter was $651,434,000 compared 
with $541,345,000. 

Larger payments by the Canadian 
wheat board, totalling some $218,- 
000,000, were mainly responsible for 
the over-all increase, The payments 
mostly were in the form of equaliza- 
tion payments made on wheat deliv-

WAS a shock to me, of course, 

to find Miss Susie Brown lying’ 

dead in her bed, But we had all ex- 

pected it and talked it over with the 

church and county officials, There 

had to be a funeral of some sort and 
a place to put her.

Seismic Crews Cover Prairies With Bursts. In. S 


Testing explosives 


(Central Press Canadian) 

Much of the guess work is being 
taken out of oil exploration in Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan these days 
by the use of one of mankind's great- 
est servants—commercial explosives 
—in seismic prospecting. 

This method of determining the 
nature of underlying strata consists 
of creating artificial earth: vibrations 
by blasting and recording them by 
means of seismometers—highly sen- 
sitive instruments similar to those 
employed in recording earthquakes. 
Almost 100 seismographic crews are 
searching for new oil fields in Al- 
berta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba. 

Two recognized methods of seismic 
prospecting are used: Refraction and 
reflection. The refraction method 
deals with the transmission speed of 
earth vibrations through underlying 
formations, It is used largely to de- 
tect and map large géological struc- 
tures such as salt domes. Seismo- 
meters are generally placed from six 
to 10 miles away from the point 
where the explosion charge is shot. 

The reflectioit method is by far the 
most popular and most widely used 
today. It entails the recording and 
study of earth waves reflected from

underlying strata, Determination of 
the time interval from the firing of 
the charge and the picking up of the 
reflected earth waves makes it pos- 
sible to plot a reasonably accurate 
subterranean map showing the thick- 
ness, depth and angle of inclination 
|of beds of material several thousand 
feet below the earth’s surface. 


Recording instruments, placed in a 
straight line, are located quite close 
to the point where the explosive 
charge is fired. The first may be only 
a few feet away. Explosive charges, 
therefore, need not be as heavy as 
in refraction shooting. They are 
placed in holes three to five inches 
in diameter and 50 to 250 feet deep. 

Explosives used in seismic pros- 
pecting possess special essential 
qualities. They must be resistant to 
water since drill holes into which 
they are loaded are usually wet. 
They must be able to withstand high 
water pressures which could desensi- 
tize most types of explosives. They 
must also be firmly packaged so 
cartridges can be forced down 
through the mud and slit in drill 
holes without damage. 

To ensure all these qualities are 
present and that the product meets 
the rigid specifications laid down for 
it, Canadian-made explosives are un- 
der constant test by experts at two

Redeems Reserves 


Cheques to the value of $109,000 


were put in the mail by the Alberta 
Wheat Pool on January 17th.. ‘This 


WORKING 
eo with and for 


was the first installment on an antici- 
pated expenditure of $450,000 tiis 
year for the redemption of Pool re- 
scrves which were issued between 
1923 and 1928, 

Reserves are being redeemed from 
three classfications. 1. From members 
who have reac:d the age of 70 years 
whether or not engaged in farming. 
2, From Members who have reached 
the age of 60 years anr have no fur- 
ther interest in farm lands in the 
province, 8, From estates of de- 
ceased members, 

These reserves are contributed by 
members in the 1923-28 period, 
through deductions of 2c a bushel plus 
1 percent from all wheat delivered 
to tie Pool, the money being used 
for working capital and to build the 
elevator system. The total thus 
collected was $8,467,803, With the 
anticipated outlay of $450,000 this 
year, the total redemption of such 
reserves will be $5,284,807, 

Over te years the Alberta [Wheat 
Poo] has, in addition to the afore- 
mentioned expenditures, distributed 
patronage dividends to the total 
value of $7,410,000, It-has also re- 
paid a debt to the Alberta govern- 
ment totalling $8,855,000.
